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deceitfal calm by military force, and then again urging the poor, 
by bunger and revenge, to recommence the appalling circle of vio- 
lence. A notion has sometimes existed, fostered by knatves who 
know better, and echoed by the sanguine and eredulous on the 
other side the channel, that much depends upon the character of 
the Viceroy seut ont. In regard to any thing enlarged or impor- 
tant, there cannot be a greater delusion. A Viceroy is more a 
representative of Icgal pageantry than an influcatial person in the 
actual government of the Island, Let him be an acute politician 
and an earnest patriot; still his power is confined to sending re- 
presentations to the Government at home, which may attend to 
or disregard them according as its own selfish politics dictate. A 
lord who lives at Phoenix Park, surrounded by a tribe of venal 
placehuaters of flaming bigots, is not the man to add to the stock’ 
of information respecting the condition of the wretched popala- 
tion. The real grievances and their origin are as well understood 
in England as in Ireland. A liberal Lord Lieutenant may 
soften the asperities of party, may discourage the brutal inso- 
lence of Orangewen, may employ his local patronage justly 
and with conciliation, and may, by personal deporiment and 
public declarations, soothe the insulted and wronged Catholic. 
Such a course some few of the Irish Viceroys have pursued 
—more have adopted the exact reverse. Thus far extends 
their ability, for good er for evil; and such being the ‘caso, 

we can conceive nothing less interestlog to the enlightened 
politician who looks to the great canses pow working the 
degradation and demoralization of Ireland,—than the changé 
of a Lord Licutenant or Chief Secretary. The three main corsed 
of Ireland are—Tithes, Taxes, and the Protestant Ascendancy. 
Tho last, though the parent of Orange Societies, and the source 
of the treatment of the many as an inferior cast by the corrapt of 
bigotted few, is perhaps the least influential stimulant of the 
existing disorders. Disability from holding civil office can cHect 
the lowest order bat remotely at any time, and little indeed wher 
cold and bunger pinch them. The Taxation, besides cothing 
in direct irritating contact with the poor cotter, gives rise to the 
universal practice of illicit distillation, with its attendant scenes 
of ruin and outrage, its eternal succession of pardonalle 
offences and savage punishments. It is not that the taxes 
raised in Ireland are greater or so great as those of England; 
bat that, owing to the division of land into trifling lots, the 
lahouriog farmer is invariably the prey of the grasping land- 
lord, and when rent is paid, feels cvery other demand to be 
intolerable, The Tithe System combines in a high degree 
an ipsualt to the feelings, and an injury to the pocket of every 
Catholic Irishman. Contrary to the practice of every other coun- 
try inthe world, and most signally opposed to the system of 
Scotland, the faith of the few is in Ireland declared to be the 
Religion of the Siate, and the mass of the population being Ca- 
thelic, are compelled to pay for the promulgation of doctrines 
which they think heretical and impious! In many a populows 
parish there are no Protestants ; but there is a deserted church, 
‘a non-resident rector, and a never failing tithe-proctor, who comes 
to drag away an important portion even of the seanty potatoe 
crop of the sqaalid half fed peasant ;—all being calenlated to re- 
mind the sufferer of thé abject helpless slavery to «hioh he must 
be reduced, before so daring a plunder would be rommitted upon 
him. To tax a dissenting minority for the support of other peopie’s 
religious teachers, is at all times and under all circumstances,

Treland.—The state of wretehed Ireland has been again made 

the subject of discussion in Parliament ;—a discussion utterly un- : 
‘profitable, except perhaps as affording another proof that nothing §$ 
ts farther from tho intentions of its oppressors, than to touch the 2? 
roote of the evils which they affect to deplore. Sir John Newport’s : 
motion was worded inthe most general style possible. simply $ 
expressing the readiness of the House to bring forward any re- } 
medial measures that Ministers might propose, Yet even a : 
pledge so vague was avoided either from a consciousness of the : 
impelicy of raising expectations only to disappoint them, or from $ 
adislike to appear to want arging to a task at which they profess : 
to have been always labouring ! ; 
Yet the debate was not without that interest which arises : 
from official endeavour to defend a defenceless cause, a sort of } 
attempt which, on this occasion, proved something ludicronsly ~ 
absurd and impertinent. Mr. Goulburn bad the happy task of ; 
explaining the total neglect of Governmont, during twenty-two ; 
years, toameliorate or even to ioquire into the causes which } 
bave kept six millions of people ina state of want and anarchy. : 
And whatis bis exquisite reason? Leta man of the most erratic ; 
faney—leteven any one deeply studiedin the history of the Pitt 
‘School of shifts and evasions, pogzle bis braiu for a twelve month, } 
andhe willuot guess it. ‘The Irish Government have only been ; 
in office a few weeks, and it would be unfair to censure them for $ 
not having already prepared means of relief.” So that because t 
my Lord Wellesley has lived at Phoenix Park but seven weeks, ; 
the Irish have nothing to complain of in regard to the apathy } 
shewn to their misery for twenty years; ‘‘ Was there ever such 
trifing on earthY’. The fixingon a small portion of the execu- $ 
tive the whole. responsibility, not only of the general Govern- ; 
ment, but of the Legislature to boot, is certainly a novel mode ; 
of exoncrating the real criminals; and asthe successive Lords : 
Lieatenant bave all excellent reasons why they should not ¢ 
and cannot discharge this extraordinary duty, the game is kept : 
up between the Ministers as prettily as at shattlecock, where the % 
players are wholly intent upon keeping the feathered toy in per- 3 
petual vibration from one to the other. It seems odd, that a wan $ 
shoutd go on for ab hour,proving something was that never disputed, 3 
by way of answer to a charge abeut which he has nothing to say; } 
but the trath is, the former shallow pretences for delay,—thbat this : 
was not the time,and that was not the time—had been sothorough- $ 
ly backed and laughed at, that it became necessary, as aspeech } 
to be made, to put forward a pert official coxcomb, to utter the ; 
- regalar quantity of fresh absurdity ;—accordingly, Mr. Goulburn ; 
was selected, he having been mney promoted from a minor toa 
major Secretary ship. 3 
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The daty of searching into the causes and cure of Irish starv- 
ation aud confusion rests, in the first place, with the Govern- 
ment at latge, who bave the best means of getting information ; 
secondly, with the Legislatare, by whom all remedies must be 
adopted. As uufortundtely the latter bas been all along the mere 
puppet of the Pitt System, the Government must bear the entire 
weight of the disgracefal fact, that year after year they have gone 
on ruling uahappy Ireland by pare terror, driving the poor to 
desperation by taxation and outrage, exposing the middling 
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intolerant, gross, and injurieds in the highest degree; bat 
when there is not even the pretence of numbers, when it is the 
overwhelming majority thatis called upon to maintain the abhor- 
vod priesthood of a mere sect, it is a refinement in eruelty and 
wickedness truly diabolical. In whatever degree the sitaation of 
the Trish Oatholic is otherwise changed, while he is the victim 
af thia. detestable system of selfish plunder in “boly” guise, be 
cannot be jastly called either free or respectable. 


Such are the leading points of Irish misrule, There are the 
sufficient causes—thero the natural effects; can any thing be 
more obvious or convincing to an honest inquirer? The griev- 
acces are, with the exception of religious faction, the same as 
those which, in a mitigated degree, afflict the rest of the king- 
‘dom ; and the reason why they are not redressed is precisely the 
game in both Istands—corruption could not survive the loss of so 
great a Geld for plander and extortion. How near the condition of 
ahe peasantry of England approaches that of their fellow-crea- 
tures in Ireland, is a question which those who are harrying us 
on to a crisis might advantageously reflect upon. If the Irish 
do not yet perceive, that their only hope is in a radical reform of 
the cntire system, we shall be compelled to rank ignorance among 
the other lamentable effects of long miszovernment. Every year 
has an affected whine been drawied out in Parliament over their 
wretched condition, and every year has some canting pretence 
for delaying redress becn advanced, or some proposition to that 
effect stifled. Bat though Government coald never find time 
and opportunity to conciliate and amend, they were never at a 
Joss for either (as Mr. S. Rice pointedly remarked) when coercion 
was called for, —when the poor victims were exasperated to op- 
pare physical force to the violence of oppression,—when, like an 
ignorant tutor who uses ao argument bat that of corporal punish- 
ment, these “ vigorous” rulers employed only the bayonet and 
the gallows to induce patience ander the cravings of hunger and 
the extortions of the licensed plander. We affect no sarprise 
at this cogstant neglect of Irish affairs, whatever indignation we 
may feel, It is in porfept consistency with the whole conduct, of 
weoent British Ministries. If there is one thing more than 
another characteristic of the Pitt System, it is an almost excla- 
give devotioa to the management aud extension of corrapt influ- 
ence. For profligate waste of blood and treasure, to keep down 
the principle af Reform, whether abroad or at home, it is uorivall- 
edin the world’shistory. All its activity has been directed to the 
support of borough moagering,and the enlargement of patronage. 
Te this end every thing has been sacrifiecd. In no sinzle instance 
has any atteation been paid to the highe rdaties of a government— 
ta the reform of abuses, or the improvement of the state machinery. 
Bron the geqmon Ministerial daties, in regard to particular de- 
partments, hare been acglected for the darling purpose ; and it 
was reserved for thia age to exhibit the singular spectacle of a 
single Member ef the Logislatare forcing upon the different braa- 
ches of the execative the most obvious improvements, which the 
authorities concerned Grst opposed and finally adopted! Nay 
more; a now practice has arisen from this neglect, of throwing 
the less profitable laboars of government on Parliamentary Com- 
mittees, one of which, as a grand climax to the whole system,'the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer actually employed the other day to 
arrange his secounts!! Qn the foreign polities of this Pitt School 
of Statesmen we have often cujarged. Fear of Reform at home 
generated ajliance with tyrants abroad, and the present result is— 
a close cognection and concert with all the detesrtable despotisms 
of the Continent, Their devious coprse athome has ever been 

tsy and dishonest—their condact abroad mean, perfidious, 
and ensjaving.

Alexandria,” March 20.—The Tarkish fleet arrived here last 
Friday, after having landed troops at Modon and Patras. The 
greater part of the sbips sailed into the old harbour. whilea vio- 
lent storm arose, the larger vessels anchored ia the acw barboer, 
but scarcely had the whole fleet entered, when the fury of the 
storm increased, and did great damage. A Barbary coruette 
stranded on the sand banks, another ship of Tripoli had the 
same fate at the entrance of the New Canal of Machomondi. 
The storm broke the cables of the Admiral’s ship, the Viceroy, 
and drove it, with another Barbary ship, against the walls of the 
fort, where it was dashed to picces, A frigate belonging to the 
Saltan, sank near Rosetta, and it is feared that others of the 
fleet which had hot come in May bave expericnced the same fate. 
His Highness the Viceroy arrived bere to-day from Cairo, aad 
has declared to the Barbary Captains, that be would indemnify 
them for tbe damage which they have sustained in his harbour, 
For the present he has given them the frigate Agaica, another 
smaller frigate, and a brig, 


Vienn«, April 20.—For some days past it has been observed 
that the French Ambassador, the Masquis of Caraman, bas very 
frequent conferences with Prince Metternich, and with Baron 
Sturmer, who is Director of the Chancery of Foreign Affairs ; 
it is even reported that some notes have passed between them. 
The attentiou of the public is much excited by these negociati- 
ons between the Cabinet of thé Taileries and ours, — 


On the Ist of April, about noon, fires broke oat at Gauners- 
dor€, three stages from Vienna, on the road to Brans, and at 
Wallersdorf, near Hollabrenn, which in less thaw three quarters 
of an hour reduced those two considerable places to ashes, The 
fary of the Games, impelled by ahigh wind, was such, that there 
was no possibility of checking their progress, The number of 
houses burnt at Gauoersdorff is above 200, and at Woailersdorf 
131 hoases aad 70 barns: in this latter town 17 persons perished 
in the flames, The schools aud churches fn both places are des- 
troyed, ; 


Vienne, April 32,—The Austniaw Onseaver of to-day does 
mot meation the departure of M. de Tatischef. He had an 
audieace of leave of the Emperor on the day of hig departare. 
It is generally said that this mission has been attended with 
complete success, though nothing positive reapecting it trang- 
pires. We have only learnt that the dispatehes brought by the 
extraordinary courier of M. de Latzow from Constantineple, 
stated that M. de Latzow and Lord Strangford exerted them- 
selves to the utmost to bring the Porte to principles of moderati- 
on, that they have delivered argent notes to the Turkish Mivis- 
try, and that the dragomens of the English and Austrian. lega- 
tions were-in contingal motion, and had had several conferences 
with the chief interpreter of the Porte, q very able and subtle 
Greek. The Ambassadors, however, notwithstanding their re- 
iterated applications, had not yet been able to obtain a conference 
with the Keis Effendi. The pretexts which that Minister em- 
ploys to avoid this interview, make it presumed that the Porte 
persists in its resolution not to satisfy the demands of Ressia, 
atthe same time that it desires not to ceme to arupture with 
England and Austria. A person of great distinction at our 
Court will go, it is said, to, Lppdop, to make overtures of great 
iniportance,” 
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Leipzig, April 21, 1822.—Our fair bas began but in a very $ 
unpromising manner. We see ‘hardiy any Poles or Russians, 
and very, fow Greeks. Our accounts from Russie and Poland ; 
still teod to war. The Emperor Alexander is expected soon to : 
“act out from St. Petersburgh for the army, and it is reported that 
the army of another Power will be put io motion, the gaards of 
which are stated tohave already received orders to that effect, 
Peace with Turks woald be worse than war; their batred to the 
Christians makes them violate all treaties, and sach ig the anarchy 
that prevails ia Turkey, that nobody obeys unless he is com- 
pelled. 

Mexico.—Madrid Papers have arrived to the 23d of April 
last aod Hambargh Papers to the Ist instant. The Provisional 
Government of Mexico has sent an accredited agent to Rurope, 
ebarged with an important cemmunication, He has arrived in 
Hambargh, but the place of his farther destination is not men- 
tioned. The purport of bis mission may probably have reference 
to the first article of the Mexican constitution—the offer of an 
Imperial Crown to some member of the Royal Family of Spain. 
Some disturbances have taken place in Saragossa and Barcclona, 
bat they do not scem to be of any importance. Ao. 


The accounts from Petersburgh are of the 10th of April; 
they allade to the continuance of the negociations with Turkey, 
bat speak of tho result with as much uncertainty as we fiad in the 
ether sources of intelligence.

It appears that the Archbishop had been for some time 
afflicted with an attack of the goat, together with a slight cold ; 
bat his indisposition was not considered of a serioas nature ¢ 
indeed, so little apprehensions did thea exist of any dangergus 
consequences resulting from his confinement, that Mrs. Stuart 
and her daughter were preparing for an early visit to Ireland. 
On Monday morning his Lordship was attended by Sir Heary 
Halford, who wrote a prescription for a draught, which was im- 
mediately sent to the shop of Mr. Jones, the apothecary in 
Mount-street, io order that it might be prepared. His Lordship 
having expressed some impatience that the draught had not ar- 
rived, Mrs. Stuart inqaired of the servants if it had come; and 
being answered in the affirmative, she desired it might be brought 
to her immediately. The under butler went to the porter and de- 
manoded the draught for his master. The man had just before 
received it, together with a two-ouace phial of jaudanam for his 
own ase; and which be was in the habit of taking occasionally, 
in small qaantities, for a disease with which be was afflicted. 
Most antnekily, in the harry of the moment, instead of giving the 
draught intended for the Archbishop, he accidentally sabstitated 
the hottle which contained the laadanom. The ander botler in- 
stantly carried it to Mrs. Staart, without examination, and that 
lady not baving a doubt that it was the medicine whieh bad bees 
recommended by Sir Henry Halford, poared it into a glass and 
gave it to berhasband. In afew minates, bowever, the dread- 
fal mistake was discovered; upon which Mrs, Stuart rashed 
fram the presence of the Bishop into the street, with the phial ig 
ber band, and ina state of speechless distraction. So much wags 
she onder the influence of terror in the first instance, that instead 
of taking the direct coarse to Mr. Jones's house, through Gibbs's 
stable-yard, she ran up Bonnett’s stable-yard, where there is no 
thoroughfare. At length she discovered her error, and renewed 
her speed till she reached Mr. Jones’s shop, where she with dif. 
ficalty explained the cause of her agitation. Mr. Jones was for. 
tunately at home, and having precured the usual antidotes, lost 
not a moment in aceompansiog Mrs. Stuart back to Hill-street, 
where be administered to his Lordship, now almost in a state of 
stepor, the strongest emeties, and ased every means which hig 
skill and ingenuity could suggest, to remove the poison frem hig 
stomach ; all, however, without effect. : 

Sir Henry Halford and Dr. Baillie were sent for in every 
possible direction, and at length the former arrived, and was soon 
afterwards followed by the latter. These gentlemen added their 
efforts te those of Mr. Jones, bat we lament to state with as little 
anecess. The quantity of the deadly poisom was too great to 
admit of its destructive effects being obviated, and at half-past 
four o’clock the heart-rending scene was closed by the death of 
their patient, 

Sir Henry Halford, on quitting Mrs. Stuart, proceeded ia 
his carriage to his Majesty, and ieformed bim of the melancholy 
event. 

The deceased was fifth and youngest and last surviving son 
of John Earl of Bute. He was trausiated frem the soe of St. 
David's to the primacy of Ireland, in December 1800, 


The remains of his Lordship are to be interred in the family 
mausoleum of the Earl of Bate, at Latoa, in Bedfordshire.— The 
Courier, Mas 13.

Hus Majesty’s Birth-day, which falls on the 19th of Aagnst, was 
celebrated om Tuesday, being St. George’s day. The morning was 
ushered in with the customary demonstrations of rejoicing. The Officers 
of State gave entertainments, and it was a general boliday at the public 
otfices. Abont half past eleven o'clock his Majesty wentto Backingham- 
house, to hold'a drawing-room. His Majesty, wore a Field Marshal's 
uniform with the order of the Garter. The company began te arrive 
soon after twelve o'clock, and continued setting down till between four 
and five, but not very briskly, owing to the frequent fall of rain. It 
was considered ove of the most numerous and splendid that bas assem- 
bled for some years past. The presentation dresses of the ladies were 
mostcostly. There was generally a great display of jewels, io which 
the Dactiess of Buckingham appézred to excel. There did not (contiau- 
es the Court historian) appear to be any of the gentlemen's dresses sa- 
perior to Mr. Coates, who wore a dark velvet coat, richly embroidered, 
with asword and sheath ofthe »alus of 3,000/s. from the profusion 
ef diamonds on the hiltand sheath!—The King received a numerous 
aasemblage of Bishops. The Archbishop of Canterbury delivered a 
congratulatory address from the reverend body, upon the happy retara 
of the day, to which his Majesty returned a most gracioas answer. The 
King then received the Foreign Ambassadors, Ministers, &e.

NORFOLK COUNTY MEETING, SATURDAY, MAY 11, 1¢22. 





At having been known for. severaldays that « Connty Meeting, on the 
sabject of Parliameutasy Reform, was to be holdenin the Coanty Hall 
this day, considerable interest was excited in the town ef Norwich, in 
which it is known Party politics canto an extreme height. Several at- 
tempts were made bythe Uitea Loyal Party to excite a feeling inthe 
working classes ofseciety against the Meeting, Among them we noticed 
the following placard, which was posted ow the wails, aud freely circulat- 
ed through the streets :— 

“ LARGE LOAP. 


A Prociamation.—Norfolk Meeting of Reform, May¥!, 1622. 

“ Whatis the porpose of the Meeting?—To keep op High Rents, 
and raise the Price of Bread: 

“What is the greatest benefit to the people of England ?—What 
the Poor now enjoy—a large Loaf, which needs no Reform. 


“Gor save the King.” 


At an early hour a considerable mumber of presons had assembled in 
the Castle Yard, At haif-past eleven o'clock the upper part of the 
hall was crowded ‘by landhohters and farmers of the imost respecta- 
bie sppearartce, who had made fWeir way throngh the Castle. At twelve 
o'clock the High Sheriff (Sir R. P: Joddrell, Bart:) entered the Court 
and was received with loud applanse. ‘The body of the Hall was then: 
thrown opet, ‘and was immediately filled in'every part. 


E. WODEHOUSE, Esq. M. P. for the County, having made his ap- 
pearance ia the side gallery, was received by a mixture of groans, hisses 
and cheers, the former however were mach more general thae the latter. 
The Honourable Gentleman received this salutation with the atmost good 
hnmour, bowing and nodding occasionally to different persons in the 
crowd. There had for several minutes before this been a cry of “ Adjoura. 
into the opea air, adjourn into the epen air.” This cry now became ac 
loud as to prevent any thing else fram being heard im the Hall, 

The HIGH SHERIFE said, « wish was expreised by some persons 
present to adjourn the Castle Hill. Ali te had to ↄay as far as regarded 
himself was, that he was ready to meet the wishes of the freeholders as 
rar as he coald consistently with his daty (applause), He should there- 
fore leave it to the Mesting to decide whether they would adjourn or 
not. Bat if they did, be trusted the same good order and segolarity 
weald be preserved without as within the walls of that Court (loud 
cries of ** aajourn, adjourn,” mixed with whistliag aid groaning), 


Mr. G. WATSON said, from the conduct of those present, one: 


would be ted to imagine, that instead of assembling to discuss wit calm- 
ness and impartiality the question of Reform, they had met together 
for the purpose only of interrupting the Meeting, and abusing certain 
individwais(groansy. He calied upom them to act like rational meéu, like 
freeholders, conscious of the value of their liberties, and anxious to sap- 
port them (the noise wes still continued. ) 


The HIGH SHERIFF said he anderstood it to be the wish of the 
Meeting that ne adjournment should take place, as there was not such 
a crowded assemblage as to render it necessary (cries of no, no/). 

A generalery of ** Mr. Coke, Mr. Coke,’’ was now raised; and it hav- 
ing been at leagth announced that that Gentleman was approaching, loud 
cheering took piace. Mr. Coke at length made his appearance, and the 
cheering and clapping of hands became louder, and were lounger conti- 
peed than those we remember to have witnessed op any former occasion, 
there were also one or two hisses. The crowd was so very deuse that 
Mr. Coke, soiwithstanding the anxiety of ail present to make way tor 
him, experienced great dithiculty in taking bis place near the Chair (dowd 
cries of “‘ adjourn” were stil kept up in the body of the Hait.) 

Mr. COKE endeavoured to obtain a hearing, but the shouts and 
groans of the Meeting, mingied with cries of “ adjourn,” completely 
drowned the Honourable Geutleman's voice, 


The HIGH SHERIFF observed, that if osder wasnot maintained, 
it would be impossible to proceed in the business.of the day, Uniess el- 
lence was mainieined he should tee! it his daty te order the Court to be 
Cleared of ail those who were not freehoiders of the county. 


Mr. CORE bere handed to the High Sheriff'a letter from Lord 
Soffield, accounting, as the Honourable Geutieman stated, for the ab- 
sence of that Noble Lord. 

Aldermag THURTELL endeavoured to obtain a hearing, bat the 


clamoer continuing ia the vedy of the Court, be Was obliged to give up the 
attempt, 


. Me. COKE, after consalting for a moment withthe High Sheriff again 
came forward. If the Meeting would only aitend to him for two minutes, 
ey would find that their wishes were about to be complied with. Their 
Worthy High Sheriff bad obligingly determined to adjourn the Meeting 
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into the open alr, an@'it wonld, therefore, be held on the Castle Hilp 
(eheers.) 


The HIGH SHERIFF then declared the Meeting adjourned for 
half ao hoor, for the parpose of giving time for making the necessary ar- 
rangemeats for holding the Meeting out of doors. 


Avhalf past one o’clock, two carts having been provided for the 
accommodation ef the epeakers— 


The HIGH SHERIFF addressed the Meeting as follows :—A Re- 
quisition, Gentlemen, having been addressed tome by such a numerous 
body of Freehglders, among whom are the names of those so pre-eminent for 
rank, nobility, and talent—the names also of those not less pre-eminent for 
respectability of character in private life, and equally devoted to the best 
principles of the Constitatton, to take into consideration the propriety ef 
petitioning Parifament fer a Reform io the Representation of the People, 
Thave felt it x duty inewmbent upon me, and, indeed, have with mncl 
pleasnre come from Town expressly for that’ object, to meet the wishes 
of the "Requisitionists’ by convening a Meeting of the County npone 
subject of sneW gréat importance—a Gentlemen, which opens so 
large a field of disseftation, that, though a friend myself to freedom of 
debate’ in popular assemblies like the present, when Constitationally 
met together, and Constitationally conducted, becanse itis by the voice 
and consent of the Peoplé onty, that the higher Authorities can be ap~ 
held and mainfdined; vet Yam shre thatia this instance, I need not 
remind you of the expeédieney, and indeed nevessity, of strictly adhering 
to the'letter'of the Requisition ; and, after the numerous Meetings that 
have’ Been so lately, so’getitrally, dnd; Itrust, oo beneficially heldin the 
reapéctive Hundreds of this extensive County, wnder the sanction of the 
Magistracy, upon another subject which equatly affeets you ail, but 
ifrelévant to the present’ parport, hope that no extraneevs topics 
of discussion, as T'mast observe at some'of those Meetings hasbeen the 
caté; will, in this instance, be s0 introdacedl; beeanse were that to be 
allowed; 1 believe Trhoald be the frat to tramegtess, by takidg this op- 
portunity of making @ few observations tpon the sitnation in which | now 
stand placed. IT am sure ‘also I héetinot remaind you to conduct the 
proceedings of the day témperateély, candidly, and dispassionately, whieh: 
will bé the best and the only mode to promote the object of the Meeting, 
and to sécurea fair and impartial hearing to those Gentlemen who vow 
wish to"come forward to offer their sentintents, of whatsoever political 
tendency they may be, apon a qnéstion of sach vital import to the liberty 
of the subject, arid the general welfare of the country. But T really fee? 
that T huve already been trespassing toe much’ @pan your time, being 
fally s*nsible that it is my ‘province rather to listen than fo speak; 1 
shall not therefore detain this Meeting for a moment longer, thaw to re. 
quest that the terms of the Reéquisttion be now rea@y ly the Subs 
Sheriff. : ’ 


The UNDER SHERIFF (Geo. Wymer, Esq.), read the Requisition* 
aod the High Sheriff's answer thereto. It had affixed to it the signa” 
tures.of npwards of 250 of the principal Nobility, Gentry, Owners, and 
Occupiersof Land io the Connty, among whom were—the Duke of 
Norfolk, the Earl of Albemarle, Lord Suffield, Visconnt Bary, Lord

Sir T. B. BEEVOR, Bart. was proceeding to address the Meeting 
when 


Mr. COKE begged to call the attention of the High Sheriff to the 
letter which he (Mr. Coke) isd delivered to the Honourable Baroret 


fiom Lord Suffield, and which he wished to be read to the Meeting. 


The HIGH SHERIFF said, it had been his intention to read it, 
after the patting of the Resolutions, but be was perfectly ready to do 
so now. The Honourable Baronet then read the foliowing letter: — 

** Sir, ‘t London, May 6, 1822, 

Being one of those who requested you to convene a County 
Meeting, for the purpose of deliberatiug upon the propriety of petition~ 
ing Parliament for a Reform in the representation of the People, I feel 
it due, in veapect, Sir, to yourself and to the Meeting which bas been 
called by public advertisement, to apologize for my unavoidable absence 
from Noriolk at the time it istotake place. Regretting, severely as I 
do, the circumstances which deprive me of the pleasure of meeting my 
friends in Norfolk on this highly important occasion. I still derive con- 
solation from a conscionsuess of my inability essentially to promote the 
cause of Reform by my presence.. E think a Reform iti the Representa. 
tion of the People recommended by policy, 1 think it demanded by justice; 
and 1 think it required by the intellectual, the moral, aud tle political con- 
dition of the couatry. The arguments apon which these several positions 
may be maintained are so obvious te the understanding of impartial awit 
onprejadiced persons, and they are indeed sosensibly brought home to 
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the feelings of the creater part of these who will probably attend the 
Meeting, over which I conclude, Sir, you will preside, that it is needless, 
and would therefore be unbecoming in me to trespass farther apon your 
attention, than te express my ardent hope that unanimity in a prayer for 
Reform may prevail at yoor Meeting; net only at your Meeting bat 
threagh the County of Norfolk ; not only through Norfolk, but through 
the whole Empire; as upon a general, if not aniversal call for Reform, 
I most conscientiously believe the safety of England to depend. 


IT have the honour to be, Sir, your most obedient,

Sir T. B. BEEVOR,’ Bart. in coming forward to propose a list of 
Resolations for the consideration of the Mevting, regretted that the 
doty had not devolved apon some of those geatlemen aroued bim, 
who were so mach better qualified than he was to discharge it. Bat 
while he was ready to yield te the superior abilities of ether gentiemen, 
he woald yield to wo one im attachment tothe cause of Partimentary Re- 
form (applause). That was a question in which they were all interested, 
with which they were all identified. [¢ became them to consider that 
every man had a right toavoice in framing those laws which he was 
bewnd to obey, and by which his person and property were to be pro- 
tected. In supporting this epinien he was backed by. one of the great- 
est legal wathorities of this coantry. Judge Biackstene maintained, that 
in u free government every man who wasa free agent had a right toa 
voice in the election of his Representative, and therefore, that one branch 
of the Government resided in the whole body of the people. This he con- 
ceived was elear enough. Here was ne mention of the Boronghmon- 
gers, or of the necessity of placing this branch of the Gevernment iu the 
hands of a wealthy Aristocracy ; but it was admitted that the appointment 
of this branel of the Legislature was vested in the whole body of the peo- 
ple. It was impossible that the population of this country at present 
could exercise this right, and therefore it was that Representatives were 
elected to act for them aod watch over their interests. In these elec- 
tfons, therefore, all the people had a right to have an equal voice. Did 
the Honse of Commons represent ailthe people of Ragland at this me- 
ment (‘*n0, 20")? He maintained that it did not (“ ne, it dees not’’). 
He begged pardon—it did not actaally represent the people, but then it 
represented them virtually Supposing that he had a dispute with his 
neighbour, and it was agreed to adjust it by reference, what would be 
thought of bim if he insisted on appointing the referee, declaring that his 
friend (the referee) wasan honenrable man and incapable of deciding 
wnjustly? Absurd as such a preceeding would appear, yet such pre- 
cisely was the sitnation in which the people were placed by the Govern- 
ment. They (Ministers) exercised the power of electing those who 
were to decide between them and the people (applause).—One of the 
objections against Parliamentary Reform was, that it wonid lead to revo- 
lation, and this arerment was urged by persons who when it served their 
turn, had always the Revolution of 1688 in their mouths ( ). He 
was ove of those who thought, that thoagh mach had been done at the 
Revolution of 1688, yet that mach had been left undone ; and he felt con- 
wi the seeds of our present evils might be traced to the omissions of 
that period, It was next said, that if Parliamentary Reform was once 
Drougtit aboat, the Representatives of the People would be degrade! to 
mere delegates. Ifhe understood the difference between the two cha- 
Facters, it was this, that a Representative was eleeted for a general pur- 
pose, while a delegate wis appointed for a particular one. Bat if it 
‘was meant to be argued, that a Representative, once elected, waa to be 
wholly independent of his Constituents, and had a right to neglect their 
interests, and attend solely to his own, then he must at once deny the 
jastice of such doctrine (applause). Nor did he know where to find an 
advocate for it, except among those whose interest it was to support the 
grossest aad mest palpable abuses, because they lived and fattened on 
them (applause), The Honourable Baronet concluded by moving the fol- 
fowing Resolutions :— 

“1, Resolved, That, by the spirit of the English Constitution, the 
House of Commons onght to be elected by the People, to represent the 
People, and to be respousible to the People, 


%. That the Memibers reterned to serve in Parliament are chosen 
by not more than one-thousandth part of the adult male population of 
this Kiepdom; aud of these the great majority are elected by the arbi- 
trary will of individuals, and by the exercise of the most corrupt means. 


“3. That sach a system has gradually undermined the foundations 
of the Constitution, subverted the great fabric of civil liberty, and 
deprived the people both of their privileges aod their property through 
the agency of the very powers destined to protect them. 

‘$4. That the doctrine which has lately been so anblashingly avow- 
edie Parliament, that corruption is necrssary to the support ef the Mo- 
marchy, is as dangerous to the real interests ef the Crown as itis odions to 
the peopie and destractive of public liberty ; and that any Minister who 
Je base enough to assist io carcying on such « system of Geverument, 
deserves theenceration of cyery honest man, as a traitor to bis Sover-

S. T. SOUTHWELL, Esq. came forward to second the Resolutions, 
avd was received with mack applause. He felt great diffidencein ad- 
dressing the meeting. The task which devolved apon him was an ho- 
nourable one ; but it had been put upon him—it was not of his own seek- 
ing. He felt much nervonsness when he compared the weakness of bis 
poor talents with the greatuess of the question before them (applanse). 
He was an old Reformer, perhaps the oldest in that assembly —(cheers). 
He did wot recollect the time when he was not a Refurwer —he did aot 
recollect the time when he did not perceive and laugh at the absurdity, 
and folly of what was called virtual representation—he did not recollect. 
the time when be did not clearly perceive the evils which must result 
from a perseverance in that system by which one thousandth part of the 
people elected that Body who were said to be the Representatives of 
the whole nation (applause). It was a perseverance in that wretched sys- 
tém which had brengit down such an aceumolation of evils upon the 
country, and which would still further increase those evils, unless they 
exerted themselves temperately, but firmly, in seeking redress. It was 
not his intention fo take up the time of the meeting with a description of 
the mischief and profligacy which arose from our present representative 
system; heshould leaveit to abler men. Bat he felt it necessary to answer 
a few of the objections which had been from time to time made by their ad · 
versaries (for they had many and atile adversaries) against Parliamenta- 
ry Reform. Those objections might be ciaseed under three or four heads, 
First, it was said that this was not the time to intredace that question; 
and next, persous had the confidence, or he shoald rather say the impu- 
» what Reformers expected te get by Parlias 
mentery Reform (cries ef “‘ every thing’’)? These persous cautioned the 
Reformers to take care what they were about—te take care that, howe- 
ver honest their intentions, they were wot tools jn the hands of wicked 
and designing men, whose whole aim was te evertarn society, and 
in the confasion which must ensue, to possess themselves of that 
property which would in the struggle be cast on the waters of desolati- 
on (applause). These observations were weak and groundiess. They 
applied to no time; much less to the present. If, on the other hand, it 
was argued that this was not the best time for discussion Parliamentary 
Reform, he woald meet their adversaries half way, by admitting that it 
was not. The best time for discissing Parliamentary Reform, was 
when it was first broached, It was now about 50 years since the ques- 
tion of Reform was first agitated, and if the popular voiee had been at- 
tended to, and acted upon, before the American war took place, wo 
should sever have knows the bloodshed which that war occasioned, nor 
should we at this moment be labouring under the pressare of the 
200,000,000/. of debt which it inflicted upowns. Had the country, after 
the American war, acted upon the advice of seme of our greatest men,’ 
among ethers Mr. Pitt, and Mr. (now Lord)Geey,we should have avaid-' 
ed the bloodshed and misery of thelate Freach war. In short, had 
we adopted a different line of policy, we might have avoided all the mise- 
ries under which we were at this moment suffering, Sa far he agreed 
with the opponents of this question, bat no farther. He maintained that 
this was the time to consider the question of Reform, and if Govern. 
ment did not attend to the voice of the people, they must expect that 
the ruin which mow hung over the country, would barst upon and dey. 
troy them, The whole frame of society was out of order. The Landed 
Interest was hambled to the dast—the Agricultural Interest, the sappert 
of the whole kingdom, was prostrate at their feet. They were told that 
manatactures were flourishing ; but he would appeal to any man, whe- 
ther under such circumstances they could be long carried on with a pro- 
fit? The commerce of the country, too, was ia a state of the greatest 
jeopardy. This then was the period when they were bound, ove and all, 
to support Parliamentary Reform : it was for all their faterests to aup- 
port it with ove voice, and if ghey neglected it now, they would surely 
rue it. Who was there that did not perceive that in soch a state of things 
the Hease of Commons onght to possess the confidence of the people? 
But who was it that could be impudent enoegh to state, that the people 
ought to place confidence ia the House of Commons, constituted gs it 
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at present was? Tasaying this, he begged ta observe, that he was of 
no party. He was anxieas to see the distinctions of Whig and Tory 
abolished, and wished to be consideyed as belonging to the party of the 
peuple. The Hon. Gentieman, after some further temarke, observed 
that their object in seeking for Reform was, not to overtutn bat to ourify 
the Constitution (appleuse). He called, therefore, apon every man to 
do his duty. Unless a Referm in Parliament took place, either the po- 
pular fury, stimatated by oppression and poverty, woutd break forth, or 
else this Government would dwindle into a despotism (cheers). In per- 
tevering in the cause for which they were assembled, they would best 
consult the tree dignity of the Crown, and protect the rights and liber- 
ties of the People. It was with this view thathe seconded the Resolu- 
tions, and he hoped they would be carried unanimously (applause), 


“The Resolutions were then put seriatim, and carried ananimonsly* 


Mr. E. CORY, after some observations apon the necessity of Land- 
lords coming forward iu aid of their tevants, proceeded to remark that 
Farmers were more imposed upon by Parsons than by any other ciass of 
men in society. They had all read in the Bible of the locusts which had 
everspread and desoiated the land. The Parsous were the locusts of 
this country, and would devour the substance of the land (cheers, mix- 
ed with cries of question). But they (the farmers) would soon have it 
in their power to alter this state of things. It was not until the tithe 
had been cast that the Person would discover what its real value origi- 
naljy was (cries of order! we are here to discuss the question of Reform and 

ing else). 

Mr.THOS. THURTELL next addressed the Meeting. He should 
not have obtruded himself unponthem were it not that he had at a Han- 
dred Meeting, at Blofield, pledeed himself to make a few observations 
a the couduct of one of their County Members (Mr. Wodehouse). 
Tu alindiag to that Hononrable Gentieman’s conduct, he assured him 
(Air. W.) that it was by no means his intention to misrepresent what had 
token place at the last Connty Meeting ; upon that oecasion he under- 
stood Mr. Wodehouse to say, that a diminution of taxes was absolately 
necessary (hear, hear / from Mr. Wodehouse); that he haped to see the 
allowance of the Rovai Family, as well as all the other expencea of the 
State reduced. But some how or other they never beard a word more 
aboot it from the Hou. Member (cheers). 
that his epinions were in unison with the Petition adopted by the last 
Meeting (‘‘ ne! from Mr. Wedehouse), He understood the Honourable 
Member to have saidso, That Petition prayed for the Repeal of the 
Taxes on Malt, Salt, Leather, Soap, and Candies. Though the Honoa- 


rable Member was of opinion, that a reduction ef taxation was absolute. + 


ly necessary yet, when Lord Aitborp made a motion, declaring thit the 
reductions propesed by the Marquess of Londonderry were mot sufficient 
to satisfy the country, they found Mr. Wodehonse opposing the motion, 
and complimenting Lord Londouderry on the extent of relief which he 
was granting to the country (loud apeleuse), Well, what had been done 
next? Lord Althorp introduced a motion for the Repeal of the Salt 
Tax, avd agaiust that motion Mr. Wodehouse also voted (cheers! and eries 
o&f * whet do you sy to that, Mr. Wodehouse?”) He should not add a 
word more npon this part of the snbject, but would leave it to the Ho- 
nourable Member to cxplain his conduct to the Meeting as best as he 
could. Adverting to the distresses of the country, he observed, that 
had Ministers, at the conclusion of the war, adopted that system of 
economy, a hope of which they had held ont to the country, he hesitated 
not to say, that fram 50,000,000/, to 60,900,000/, which had been wrung 
from the pockets of the people, might have been saved. Had this been 
done, his same should never have appeared to a Requisition for Parlia- 
mentary Reform (cheers, and laughter). But asit had not been done, he 
feit that he had never discharged his duly more conscientiously than he 
did in signing a Requisition for the purpose ef promoting an object so 
mach.to be desired, and ao necessary to the welfare of the country 
(applause), 

Mr. N. B. PALMER warmly supported the Resolutions, and ex- 
pressed his decided conviction that mothing but Parliamentary Reform 
conld restore the constitution to its origioal purity. 

It was decided, on the motion of Sir T. BEEVOR, that a Petition, 
founded on the Resolutions, should be presented to the House of 
Commons. 

UponSir T. BEEVOR’s motion that the Petition be presented by 
the County Members, there were loud cries of “ by ove,” “ by one.” 
Xt was however carried, that it should be presented by both. 


Mr. COKE, on comiog forward, was received by loud and repeated 
cheers and clapping of hands. The Hon. Gent, said, that he should 
not, afier what had passed, detain the Meeting at any jength, but he 
could not help expressing the satisfaction he felt in meeting hjs consti- 
tuents upon all occasions (applayse). At the last County Meeting 
they had agreed to « Petition to Parliament praying relief, He pre- 
sented that Petition, and ithad me just with that- attention which he 
expected, that was to say, that uo relief whatever was extended tothe 
Petitioners (applause). Tue Honowrable Gentleman, adverting to the 


He (Mr. Wedehonse) said, ; 
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Norfolk Hundred Petitions, stuerved, that though he presented them 
he expressed to the parties that such Petitions onght each and all toin- 
eludes the question of Parliamentary Reform. Of ali that he did present 
(and he had presented many in the course of the Session), there were 
only three which did not include that important question (applause).— 
He proceeded to observe that the Marquess of Londonderry had deladed 
the country. The whole of the Noble Lord’s measures were a system of 
delusion, Let them look to the effects of those measures. The Honoa- 
rable Gentleman here took a review of the political measures which had 
been introduced, and acted upon during the last fifty years, and conten- 
ded that to these measures chiefly were owing the miseries ander which 
the country at present laboured. Until the preseat system was putan 
end to, there was no hope of salvation for the country. How econld 
they expect relief from an Assembly, in which there were 62 Members as 
much bound te obey the Minister, as any servant ia his (Me. Coka’s) 
house, was bonnd to obey him (cheers)? Were it not for this there 
would have been long ere now a cansiderable reduction of taxes. 


Mr. WODEHOUSE came forward to address the Meeting, but the 
noise which prevajled prevented him for a short time from proceediag. 
Whatever might be his private feelings upon the question which had 
drawn them together, he felt that he should best consult their wishes 
and discharge his own daty, by entering at once upon an explanation 
of his publie conduct since he had last appeared before them ; in doing 
80, he should touch upon the Salt Tax (much disapprebation). He 
should give his reasons for voting against that tax, and perhaps his 
Honoarable Colleague (Mr. Coke) wonid tell them why he did not vote at 
all uponit. (alaugh.) The Meetmg would bear ia mind the circumetances 
noder which Parliament had met this year. It waskuown that distress, 
unprecedented ia the annals of this kingdom, and arising from various 
causes, was feit allover the country, but no were more then in the county 
of Norfolk. This distress diffused over the country a spirit which in. 
duced thinking men to pause ere they took any step which might in- 
volved those other interests which were bound up with, and inseparable 
from the agriculture of the country, and which, sh .uld that interest langnish 
and decay, must cease to prosper (applause.) Under those circumstances 
a motion was made in Parliament to reduce the taxes of.the country not 
indeed by 20,000,000), as was now suggested, but perhaps by 5,000,000!, 
whieh, if caried at that period, mast have gone to the total anni- 
hilation of the Sinking Fand (eries of “ no, no”); upon the maintenance 
ofthe Sinking Pund, then, depended, toa certain extent, the public 
credit (applause, and criee of “ no’ ) Whatever Gentlemen might think 
uvou these matters, they sadly deceived themselves if they imagined 
that it was the rick oulv who where benefitted by the maintenance 
ef public credit (applause). There was not 2 man who heard, no 
matter how low his fortane in society, who must now be benefitted 
or injured by the preservation ar failure of public credit. He felt 
cailed upon that occasion to consider the imeression likely tobe mide 
apon the country by the vote to which the Honse should come; At the 
period in question Ministers were in negociation for the reduction ofa con- 


_ sidersble portion of that part of the debt of the country, whieh bore the 


highest interest; he meant the five percents Tt was of the utmost ime 
portance to the country that there shonld be bat few dissents entered ; 
and the dissents were ¢o few that Government were enablad to pay them 
off at once, and by that mean: they became possessed of additional re- 
sources, amounting to 1,500.090!. and now one half, if net the whole of 
the Salt Tax might be repealed. He had been accused of giving nledges 
whieh he never made---of giving votes which hebad never recorded---of 
using “ords which he had never enoken---ant of expressing sentiments 
which he had never entertained It would be found, that he had given to. 
thing more than a general pledge; and that he hat never directly or in- 
directly mentioned any tax bat the malt-tax, a redaction in whieh he 
had, as he had pledged himeelf to do, supported, 

Mr. E. H. GIBBS observed, that Mr. Wodehonse had pledged him- 
self generally in support of the Petition, excepting ouly the Resolution 
relative to Parliamentary Reform. 


Mr. WODEHOUSE proceeded. What he said at the former Meet- 
ing wassimply this; ** [ have no hesitation in saying, that relief ninst 
come in the shape of mitigated taxation.” Thishe said then, and this 
be repeatednow. Buthe had never gone hevond a general pledge, ex. 
cept on the malt tax, and the reduction of the tax he bad uniformly snp. 
perted. He should aow say a word or two abunt the question of Reform. 
He did wot deny that the Constitution of the country did not admit of 
ameodment? bat he was not therefore prepired to go a.ona rash ern 
arde until he knew the length which le was required to go. He «hould 
call the atteation of the Meetingto what the present state of the Hause of 
Commons was. He diinot mean that which was by some per- 
sons calied the corrupt side, but that which was called the Op- 
position. They would find that some of the most leading men 
of that party, aud the brightest ornaments of their country, were 
returned by Borough influence. Take, for instanee, Mr. Tierney, an 
upright and most enlightened statesman, that Honourable Gentle- 
wan was retureed for Kaaresboreugh by Lord Fitzwilliam, Sir J. 
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Mackintosh was returned in the same way, Mr. Brougham was retern- 
ed for Wivchelsea, by the Earl of Thanet. Dr. Lashington, for Iiches- 
ter, by the Earl of Darlington. Mr. Abercromby, for Caine, by the 
Marquess of Lansdown. Lord Normanby, who seconded Lord J. Rus- 
sell’s motion for Reform, was returned for Higliam Ferrers, by Earl 
Fitawilliam. Lord Ebrington was returned for Tavistock. by the Duke 
of Bedford. The present Losd Snffield (here @ Gentlemen addressed 
Mr. Wodehouse in alow tone.) His Hon. Friend had told him that he 
was faruishing the strongest possible argument io favour of Parliamen- 
taty Reform (cheers), Perhaps he was, bat his object was to shew the 
mauner in which the Opposition side of the House was at present con- 
stitnted. He felt not the slightest hesitation in saying that the whole of 
the Gentlemen whose names be had mentioned were bright ornaments 
of their country, and he should not wish to see any of them out of 
Parliament; but then they were all returned by a burghage tenare, as 
firm aud indisputable as that. of the Member for Old Sarum, the Mem- 
ber for Corfe Omstie, or even the Chancel lor of the Exchequer himself 
(cheers and disapprobation), 


Mr. COKE said, that hia Honourable Colleagne could not furnish a 
strouger argument in sopport of Reform, than he did by the line of ar- 
eument he had just taken. The ‘Gentlemen he had named were all 
supperters of Reform, and would willingly give ap their seats in support 
of that so justly desired object (applause), 


Mr. W. W. SIMPSON and the Rev. G, GLOVER supported the 


Resolutions, 
Thenks were voted to the High Sheriff, and the meeting was dissolved 
at five minntes past four e’clock.

The Writer of the fullowing extractfrom a private letter reccived 
from the new Settlements, iv the United States of America, wax many 
seara formerly a residentat Biendwerth, in the Connty of Havts, in 
which district he was not leas repoted for his matured judgement as a 
practical Agriealtarist, than esteemed for his fidelity, candor, and ge- 
merous conductin all transactions with his neighbours and society. 


Park- Place, near Evansville, Indiana,U. S.of America, Dec. 81931. 


™ T have endeavoured in what I write, to come as near the trath as 
¥ possibly cau: had all writers done the same in respect to this 
Country, we should not bave witnessed so much distress among a cer- 
taiu description of Emigrants, as we now have to deplore.—I allude to 
a certain description of Merchants and Mechanics, entirely unacquainted 
with Agricultaral porsuits, and totally unfit to reclaim a Wilderness and 
setile a new Conntry. Iam happy to inform you that onr Settlement 
has made a rapid progress in improvement ; we can now show some hand- 
some plantations, and grow more than enough to supply all our wants. 
Last vear L sent upwards of 300 bushels of sarplus corn to be distilled 
into whiskey ; this season expect to dispose of 500 in the same way. 
We have a distillery of our own capable of making a barrel a-day, and we 
are now preparing to erect a horse mill, to grind the corn, preparatory to 
its being distilied. Most of the Settlers have planted considerable 
apple and peach orchards —both sorta thrive and grow with uncommon 
rapidity: lLexpect to have a large produce of the latter fruit the ensa- 
jog season.—This Country is settling with ancommon rapidity, princi- 
pally from the Eastern States, and is altogetherassuming a new character, 
and society is daily improving. Here is no danger of starving ; if 
a family will be bat industrious they may live well. Fine flax and ex- 
cellent cotton are grown here, and we are beginning to keep sheep, so 
that in a short time we shall have every thing necessary to clothe 
nay almost every family manufactures for themselves, or puts ent the 
raw materials to be worked ep on shares, sol trast in a short time 
we shall become almost independent of a Foreign market. Our mar- 
kets are low, and provisions cheap---beef and pork, two dollars per 
100ih. weight.---The wheat crops inst season were rather defectice. 
Flour is selling from two and a half to three dollars per 100ibs. ; Indian 
corn, which is the principal dependence, is selling at abont a quarter 
dollar per bushel; butit is generally supposed will be higher. Money 
is scarce, owing, in a great measure, to the general failure of the Bank. 
ing system; the continued payment for land, (thengh the price of land 
is now reduced to one dollar twenty-five cents, per acre), and the 
collection made by the Merchants and Storekeepers for what is termed 
ERastern --Foreign goods.---The surpins produce of this Contry Is gene- 
rally sent down the Mississppi River to Natches aud New Orleans; 
groceries, dec. are bronght back in Steam- boats, (of which there are some 
of the finest in the World), in retarn. 
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** Ta the month of Angast; I set off ow a jourvey to see our English 
Friends, at the Prairies, taking Harmony ito my way; the latter place’ 
is 26 miles from this Settlement: I hare no doubt the Harmonites surpass 
every other Society in the World, and are a convineing proof what anit- 
ed labour, whea well applied, can accomplish. It is only sie years’ 
since they removed from their former Settlemest, near Pitsbargh, to 
their preseat residence on the Wabach. They have now the Lhandsomest 
Town in the State ef Indiana; 25,000 acres of land, of best quality, 
cleared out of the Land Office, that is paid for ; 2,600 ander fence, cone 
sisting of arable, meadow, and pasture, in a most excellent state of 
cultivation ; 100 acres orchard, planted with the choicest fruit trees ; 
and seven of vineyard, prodacing an abundance of the finest grapes, 
from whieh they make excellent wine. They bave ereeted large’ 
and weil-constencted barns, and other convenient farm buildings, 
an cight- horse thrashing machine, large granasies for storing their 


, corn and grain, of which they at this time a snfficient stock to. 


serve two years; a large steam and watermill, saw wills for catt- 
ing plank, cotton, woollen, and cloth factories, two distillries, brew 
honse, tannery, large smithery, and every other establishment necessary’ 
to accommodate the society, and supply the surronnding country with 
whatever they want. They amount to abont 600 in namber, men, wo-' 
men, and children, and there are no idie people among them. Jn hay- 
ing and harvest the women go into the fields and assist, af do also the 
mechanics ; the children are kept close to school and are well educated, 
after which they areselected according to their abilities to fill the differ- 
ent situations assigned for them. They profess to be all equal, and’ 
tobe ander the management of a committee, which regalates all the 
proceediags, but, George Rap, who conducted them from Germany tw 
this Country, and whom they venerate and almost adore, acts as Priést 
and, J believe he is the best Lever heard of, certainly, is at the head of 
the whole concern. From Harmony I proceeded tothe English settle- 
ment in the filinois, distance 25 miles ; I calledon Mr. Birkbeck, who 
received me with his usual affabilicy : I found him livieg in @ large and 
comfortable frame house, which hehad lately erceted ona most beauti- 
ful sitaatio#, commanding av extensive and picturesque view over a 
large and beatiful Prairie. Mr. B. has incleosed a large tract of land, 
crops of corn and grain excetlent, a dairy of 60 cows, from which be 
makes cheese that wonld do eredit to an English market. He has laid 
off a Tuwn called Wanborough, where a considerable number of res- 
pectable Euglish people reside. I also called on Messrs. Pluwer, who 
also received me in the kindest manuer. They have also good houses 
and handsome improvoments, which appear general throaghont the 
whole of what is called the English Settlem>nt in the Hilinois, Messrs. 
Fiewer and others have laid off avd made considerable progress ia 
bnilding a town called Albion, which is made a Cownty Seat, or Seat 
of Justice for the Coanty. Nothing ia my epinieon can exceed the 
beauties of Prairies during the sammer nioaths: thousands ef acres. co~ 
vered with waving grass from three to four feet in height, interspersed 
with beautiful clumps of trees, and surrounded by woods of majestic tim- 
ber of different sorts, too numerous to describe. I have just returned 
from the State of Keutacky, where I have been with a geatiemen of the 
name of Phillips, formerly of the Post-office, in England, and is residing 
at Princeton, in this State, about twenty miles distance from this place. 
We were kindiventertained by a aumber of respectable people, bat as L 
aman admirer of Freedom, L conid never, I think, live comfortable in @ 
Slave States You wished to obtaia information respecting the sitna« 
tion of this country; Ihave endeavoured to give it as well as I could 
in the cenrpass ofa letter. I hope you will have the goodness to send 
me the same, respecting the proceedings in the old Country, as every 
scrap we pick up from thence is highly gratifying. I have now the 
pleasureof informing you that we have enjoyed the best health ever 
since we have been settled in thie country, and though we have heen 
deprived of a few tuxaries, we have been amply repaid in peace of mind 
and general contentment.” .

As both my plans 
have been followed up by Petitions to the House of Commons, without 
the slightest suggestion to me, I am indaced, in consequence, to lay this 
statement before the public. FT acknowledge, at the same time, that the 
Brighton plan, naw for the consideration of Parliament, although the 
same io principle, is a considerable improvement upon my plau.

The assumed airs of importance, with whieh the supporters 
of the Demi-official Print of India, affect to speak of its superier 
information and accuracy on all points of a secret and political 
nature, have become ridicalous from the mere circumstance of 
sach lofty pretensions being unsupported by any real claim to 
them, Certain scraps of unimportant intelligence do now and then 
ooze out from official boxes, and find their way into the columns 
of the favoured Print ;—but besides that they are always mere 
scraps, they are as often late as they are early, and much more 
frequently erroneous than they are accurate. The small number 
of our Town Readers who see both Papers, will have observed 
that while our intelligence from Penang stated the negotia- 
tions of the Siam Mission to have failed, and tobe on the point 
of being broken off on the 28th of June,—the Demi-official Print 
had only heard of the state of these negotiations up to the 
39th of the same month, and then considered every thing as 
promising the most happy resalts. Inthe same manner also, 
while that Print spoke of Sir John Malcolm’s arrival at Naplez, 
we were enabled to annoance on the following day, Sir John’s 
safe arrival in Lnion. And although the same Demi-oficial 
Paper confidently states that the long-looked for arrangements 
of the Army were with the Board of Controul, we owe it to our 
numerous and kind Sapporters in the Army to state that we 
have’ reason to believe these “arrangements” were still only in 
progress at the Iadia Honse, and had not therefore reached the 
Board of Controul. What-their fate may be, or when it is likely 
to be known, neither of us can perbaps yet tell ; but we should be 
wantiag ia our duty if we did not caution our friends against 
yielding too easy credit to these often.repeated blandishments, 
after the experience which we have had of their being more fre- 
goently onfounded than sabstantial. 


That we may prove to those whom we address, how much more 
ample as well as accarate our information happens to be on the 
subject of the Siam Mission, as well as most other affairs of pub- 
jic interest or importance, we shall give here the substance of 
several Letters received by us from the Capital of Siam 
itself; though we know the high character of the Chief of the 
Mission and all his Political Assistants too well to suppose that 
they will be regarded as our informants, We have, however, the 
good fortune to possess friends and correspondents in almost 
every quarter of the Eastern world, and from one of these we 
have obiainéd the information, of which the following is the 
substance, compiled from several Letters that have reached as, 
the earliest dated April 10th, and the latest dated Jane 25th :— 


Soon after the arrival of the Misson at Singapore, it left 
that place on the 25th February, in prosecution of the voyage to 
Siam. The North East monsoon blew violently, and in conse- 
quence it was impossible for them to stand up by the East Coast 
of the Malayan Peninsula. They accordingly stood over to 
Borneo, and from the northern extremity of that Island to Paulo 
Ube. Between this and the river of Siam, is a continued series 
of Islands, laid down very incorrectly in all the Charts, forming 
fo point of fact, another very numerous Archipelago, Thoy bad 
a delightful voyage throagh it, and onthe 23d March, came to 
an anchor off the barof Siam, They procured a Pilot from 
Pak-nam, and on the 25th, having lightened the Ship by throw- 
ing out ballast, they endeavoured to cross it. They however got 
a groand in soft clay, and were obliged to wait for the evening 
fide, when they got off without injury. The bar is composed in 
ene partof hard sand, and in another of soft clay, bat Ships 
drawing bo more than 12 feet can pass at spring tides. 

Ta the evening they came to an aochor at Pak-nom, abont 
4 miles\from the mouth of the river, which is there about a mile 
wide. Thetown extends about 2) miles along its banks, and 
tbe houses are built apon piles, of the same materials and in the 
same Manner as those in most Malayan countries. Mr. Craw- 
furd was at this place invited to a feast, prepared for him by the 
Governor, by order of His Majesty, who, during the stay of the Mis- 
sion at this place, sent on board liberal supplies of fruit daily. 
They remained here until the 26th, when they proceeded up the 
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river to Bang-Kok, the present capital of Siam, taking with them 
their guns, contrary to the usual castom, for they generally are 
left at this piace ; but the being allowed to take them, was in- 
tended as acompliment to the Mission of the Governor General. 


On the morning of the 29th they anchored at Bang-Kok, 
and the scenery here presented to them was as new as it was in- 
teresting. The capital of Siam was stretching along the banks 
of one of the finest rivers in the world, and Boats of fifty different 
constructions, with as great a variety of individuals in them, 
were passing and repassing in every direction, This scene add- 
ed to the clumsy forms ef the Chinese Junks, and the floating 
houses moored along the banks of the river, was strongly con- 
trasted with every thing they had before beheld. The popula- 
tion of Bang-Kok, is composed of a great variety of different 
people, and these Boats gave them specimens of almost all the 
different races, —Chinese, Siamese, Pegacrs, the people of Lao, 
Cambojans, and the inhabitants of the Chinese Province of 
Fo-Kien, with the Talapoins or Priests of Buddh, in search of 
alms, on which they entirely exist. 


On the 8th of April, Mr, Crawfard was admitted to an 
audience of the King of Siam, and was so favorably received, as 
to give every reason to believe that success would attend the 
Mission. 


The place, if judged of it from the circumstance of their 
not having a sick man among the whole, is healthy. The 
average of the thermometer at noon was about 86° or 87°,—and 
the mornings and evenings were much cooler. The houses of 
the natives are rather mean structures, built close to the water's 
edge, and many of them at high water are completely insalated. 
There are, however, some good streets paved with bricks, and 
many of the temples of Baddh are magnificent. In one of them, 
which they had an opportanity of seeing, there were no less than 
1500 statues, many of them of colossal dimensions, 


In all the East itis probable that there is nota more pro- 
ductive country than Siam; but very little of the merit of this 
is due to the Siamese, and almost all of it to the peculiar fertili- 
ty of the soil. The consequence of this fertility, and of tho 
great conveniences afforded to the internal navigation by the 
namerous streams and canals by which the country is every where 
intersected, and which afford facilities unknown to most countries, 
is, that its capabilities for trade are peculiarly great, and accor- 
dingly it carries on a trade with the Chinese, far exceeding 
any thing of which a conception had been hitherto formed. It 
is calculated that from 30 to 40,000 tons of shipping are an- 
tually employed in this trade in Bang-Kok alone, an amount 
far greater than that of any native port in India; besides 
these people alone have a free trade here, and the ships of 
every other nation are subject to great inconveniences in the 
prosecution of theirs. This does not refer to the weight of 
the imposts, which are very far from being heavy. Twelve 
hundred dollars will cover all the port-charges of a ship of 360 
tons. The duties are 8 per cent. on imports, The exportation 
of bullion and even coin is free also. Many other articles are 
daty free also: Sugar pays 1} ticals the pical. 


An engagement has been entered into not to raise the daties 
beyond their present amount, but the word of the Siamese is not 
to be relied apon, and they are only anxious for our trade, that 
they may commit extortions upon it in their own way. That way 
is this ; they give a public order for a free trade, and a secret one 
not to deal with the persons so offered a free trade, under a 
penalty of stripes and fines, The Officers of Government, or 
rather a party, (for tbe whole is the work of a party) under this 
monopoly, take the moat valuable parts ef the cargo, aud when 
they want no more, will allow the rest to be sold to others, after 
having thas derived all the advantage they wish from the pro- 
perty. 

The principal articles of exportation from Siam are pepper, 
cardamums, sugar, sapan wood, (about 300,000 piculs annually) 
and gamboge. The Chinese take away the greatest portion of 
all these, and many other articles suited to their own peculiag 
wants, sach a3 sharks’ fins, bird’s nests, bicho-de mar, hides, 
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{about 200,000 annually) rhinnoceros’. deer’s, buffalos’, tygers’ 
and elephants® bones, deers’, and boffalo’s horns, and'a varicty of 
similar articles. Rice and salt are prodoced in incalculable 
quantities, and of the very best qualities. Of the former a 
greht qoantity: finds its way by means of the junks to all the 
Beropean setilements to the Eastward. Among the articles 
produced inthe smaller quanties, bot which are etill valuable 
for Indian or Europeau eargocs, are agil wood, benjamian, 
ivory, and stick lac. , 


The principal articles which are in demand at this place’ 
among the various manufnacteres of India or Europe are giass~ 
ware of every possible description, fire arms, cotton goods, 
hardware, and cutlery and cdatse woollens. Many more articles 
may be introdaced, and in time a demand for them would 
be created. Indeed, there can be no question that if we 
could gain permission to trade upon tbe same terms as the Chi- 
nese, from 3 to 30 ships of from 200 to 300 tons might be annually 
employed ip the commerce withthis, Ina every port to whick Eu- 
Fopeaus are permitted to trade apon an equality with them, it is 
found that they always take that rank to which the saperiog skill, 
wealth, intellect, and enterprize give them an undoubted claim. 
The great causes to which the freedom of Chinese trade is to be 
attributed, are the supple, bending, accommodating manners of 
he Chinese, the long cannexian existing between the countries, 
and the namber of those people residing here, who in- 
variably employ all the advantages they derive from this circam- 
stence to the benefit of their countrymen. 


Besides the articles mentioned above, Siam prodaces iron, 
lead, tin, copper, gold, and silver; the three frst in great quanti- 
ties. Iron, manufactured into cooking utensils, forms an exten- 
sive article of exportation. Among the im vorts, Opium takes 
a prominent place, for of this about 250 chests a year are con- 
somed. This is brought mostly in the junks, from Penang and 
Singapore; and although a contraband article, it meets with a 
speedy and safe sale. The very persons whose duty it is to en- 
force probibition, are the principal dealers in it, The present 
price is about 7,500 rapees. 

The Americans carry away from Siam a considerable quanti- 
ty of sugar, three or four ships annually coming for this purpose. 
One had arrived since the Mission were there, and had jast left 
the place. They bring dollars principally, and buy their cargoes 
for ready money. One of them last year brooght some old mas- 
kets, for which the Siamese gave a picul of sugar each. 


OF the character of the people, it. may be sufficient to say 
that from the highest to the lowest, they are considered to be 
mean, cowardly, aod mercenary, This pretty nearly comprises 
the whole of their qualities, aud this itis said pervades every action 
of their lives. Every means is resorted to by them, however, 
to increase theic wealth and to promote their own interests 
Hence it is that the King and his Ministers are the principal 
merebants, and hence the system of Royal monopolies and pri- 
vileges which destroy trade; for they are more watchful over 
the most minnte action that affects their interests than over 
the most weighty affairs of the kingdom. It is from this 
that arises their great repugnance to a free trade, which would 
dry up some of the grentest sources of their wealth, and itis 
mach to be feared, that unless Government feel it their duty 
to interfere ina decided manner for the fortherance of British 
foterests, from this cause, commerce will never be carried op to 
advantage with this country. This character for rapacity per- 
vades ever one who has any connexion with strangers, and they 
never fail to exercise it to the utmost of their ability. With res- 
pect to secarity of persons and property, they are quite as safe 
in the Me-name as in the Ganges, and no one dares to interfere 
with them. 


The town of Bang-Kok, in a military point of view, is de- 
fenceless, nor is there any fortification at the mouth of the river, 
@r all the way up to the capital, In short, the smallest vessel in 
the Company’s service could batter the King of Siam’s Palace 
about his ears, without the slighest risk from any defence he 
Would be able to make; and such is the timid character of the 
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people, that two Earopeané armed, would pnt fifty of them to 
flight. Cowardice and cruelty almost always go together, and 
this is strikingly exemplified in the treatment the poor wretches, 
who have the misfortune to be taken prisoners in their wars with 
the Burmahs or kidnapped oa the frontier, receive from them, 
They are seen employed in the public works of the most servile 
nature, with chains about their necks, legs, and feet, and to this 
they are condemned for life. The practice of kidnaping | people 
npon the frontier is quite common, where a force is kept for the 
purpose. 

It was expected that the Mission would leave Bang-Kok ia 
the course of Jaly, or the beginning of Auguat, on its way to Cochin 
China, and te return to Caleutta by the end of the present year,

” Prior to the commencement of my daily labours, I asnally 
take up your interesting Paper, from which T invariably derive 
some agreeable information. I could not however perase the let- 
ter of Humanitas inserted yesterday withoat feeling snrprised at 
his hasty assertions, which prove that he could not have made 
any reference to the parties concerned. Humanitas has certain. 
ly advocated a good esuse, which does credit at once to his bead 
and his heart, and proves him a trae friend to mankind ; these 
Barmhans, in succouring the few survivors of the Titaguun’s 
crew, have retrieved their nation from the imputation of in- 
hamanity laid to their charge, and have raised themselves ia 
the eves of this country and all other trading powers, Their sub- 
sequent Iagdable exertions in bringing them up to Calcutta de- 
serve equal commendation and praise. “ The survivors” it is sta- 
ted in your Paper “ had lost every thing they possessed, and took 
upon them to promise the Burmhans the jolly-boat or what she 
might reasonably sell for as an indemnification for their expences 
and trouble; but” observes Humanitas “ the owner cannot af- 
ford to lose both Brig and Jolly Beat, and thus I fear those wor · 
thy people will be but poorly paid.” 


Now Sir. I beg toobserve that measures have been taken te 
satisfy and remagerate those worthy peoplo for their trouble and, 
to encourage them io similar acts of Humanity ; the Jolly Boat 
in question has beea offered them ; but as they refused her, a sum 
of money has been substituted, whieh, by a person who long com- 
manded a Ship out of the Port of Calcutta, has been deemed 
more than eqaivalent to their exertions or any expense they 
could possibly have incurred, 


The statement respecting the Titacaer’s departure from 
hence and arrival in Rangoon is perfectly correct; from the abili- 
ties of Mr. Turner a resident there I felt every confidence in the 
repairs she underwent previous to her leaving that place ow the 
22d of July; Tam however surprised at the assertion that the 
persons who saved themselves in the jolly-boat shoald have been 
obliged to resort to their clothes for a sail, whereas Mr. Hender 
the person in eharge of the vessel, sez d a blanket from one of 
the Lascars and converted it into a sail. 


In conclusion, I have only to add that my sense of the worth 
of these Barmbans is such, thet I do not mean to boand my ex- 
ertions to my own pecaniary means, but-also to make applia- 
tion to the Humane Society for a further remuneration to these 
worthy people. 1 


I hope I have now fully answered Humanitas, and remain,

To the Extitor of the Journal. 
Sin, 

The following isthe leading paragraph of the Graccow 
Curonicre of 27.h Apri) 1822: 

* We find, from the Londen papers, that the West India 
merchants have rather changed their views on the subject of 
a remedy for their distressee, They uo longer urge direct 
intercourse between the British Colunies and the Uni ed Siates, 
bat argue fur the more effective plan of exec'uding East India 
Sugar from the home market. They will probably find in the 
Company the strongest opponents; yet it seems rather anfair that 
Mie parts having the exclasive sale of Tea, should deny to the 
other the monopoly of Sagar.’’ 

Observe how one set of monopolists pander to the 
appetites of another, and treat the middie party, the poor consum- 
er, as Octaviag and Antony treated those whom they were bound 
to proteet from proscriotion, each sarrendering his own friends 
to serve the purpose of the other. Let the East India Company 
have a movopaly of Tea, and the West Indians of Sugar, is the fair 
bargain propoted by the latter, according to the Giascow Edi- 
tor, who is, however, greatly mistaken, in sappesing that the 
former wood reject the comuact. If he knew any thing of the 
Eaat India Company he would know that they are as eager to 
give the West Indians a monopoly of Sugar, as they are to ask it, 
partly becanse this concession converts a most powerful party 
from rivals and enemies inte allies and accomplices, but ebiefly 
hecanse to give fair playto the East India Sugar trade leads 
directly to Colonisatioa, which leads inevitably to the decline and 
falt of the Company. On this subject, their own declarations will 
be admitted to be wnexnectionable evidence. In the third Re- 
port of the Special Committee, dated 25th March 1802, they sey 
that those who contend that Sugar might be sapplied from Iodia 
to an indefinite amount, are not aware that the swccess, or, in other 
swords, the benefit of Iniia in this instance, would prove THE DESTAREC- 
TION OF THE MOTHER COUNTRY, which cannodEXist under the immense 
drain of bullion that must follow! “ It is therefore,” say they, 
“ pecesary to ascertain whether the great general interests of the 
imperral ompire, and the interests of a very owmerous description 
of persons, West India planters and merchants, ship-ewpers, 
British manofactorers, &c. &c. Ke, will not suffer to « greater 
degree THAN the East India Company, without producing any 
additional beucfit commensurate te the evil, either to the em- 
pire of India, orto the mother country, if the request of the 
Indian agents shall be complied with” They conclude by say- 


ing. that “they have not discussed the fatal consequences which : 


must arise from establishing the first and most dangerous principle of 
Colonization; as they have demonstrated in their former reports, 
that the plans of the private traders (if admitted) musi terminate in 
the destruction of the British Empire in India.” 

The Company natarally supposed that the Merchants of 
Calcutta would be the most strenuous advocates of the just claims 
of India; bat ihe humiliating ackoowledgement mast -be made, 
that whatever kas been done for Iadia has been effected by the 
zeal and activity of a less weighty and less interested bods, the 
London Merchants engaged in the India trade. The day when 
India shall owe a debt of gratitade to the Merchants of Calcutta 
isyetto come! But that day wif come, because the field where 
every victory of right over power and prejudice must be won, is 
here and not in England; and the measure of justice which will 
be dealt to India will always depend upon the extent of front of 
European and Native Sturdy Beogars, which she is able to show. 
The history of Ireland is a perpetaal commentary on this text. 
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Police Refornt.

To me Editer of the Journal. 
Sir, 

In a popolous town like that of Calcutta, containing 
persons from almost every country in the world, an efficient Po- 
lice is of the first importance to the security and goad order of 
the community at large. The Police of this metropolis has, I 
acknowledge, made rapid strides to improvement; but as I am 
of opinion, it will never reach that perfection which it is possible 
to attain, without some material change, I beg to state the nature 
of that change, and to propose such measures asto me appear 
likely to obtain the desired end. 


The principal reason for my forming the above opinion is 
the present investiture of the publio tranqeillity in the hands of 
native officers. The caste of these men generally, are not one of 
the highest, and their principles of justice or bonesty are such as 
to render them anfit for the posts they are permitied to fill, The 
Chokeedars of the cily, besides proving an annoyasee te noctar- 
nal quietness, by their loud and unnecessary halloos, a source 
of much uneasiness to the sick and to the weary, are known to 
be men not very scrupulous in sacrificing their conscience or 
their sense of duty to the temptation of money. They are noted 
for pasillanimity, a deficiency that entirely disqualifies them for 
the office of Watchman. The Thanadars are celebrated for ex- 
tortion and oppression, instances of which are daily occurring, 
bat uofortanately for the sufferers, circumstances very rarely make 
the Magistrates acquainted with their acts of dishonesty and 
rapine on the labourer or bypassers, who in passing the thannals 
are generally subjected to a levy of unwarranted contribution, 
and who prefer parting with a small share if not a moiety of 
their property, rather than risk an investigation, in which the 
combination of their onpressors and party evidence give them 
little chance of redress. The system of injastice adopted by 
these persons, requires no particular illustration; they are dis- 
covered in every corner of the town, and a rigid scrutiny inte 
the acts of the Thannadars would bring to light instances of mia- 
coudact perhaps hardly worthy of belief from anonymous recital. 


From the foregoing facts a remedy is urgently called for, I 
therefore beg to suggest that the situation of Thanadars be hence- 
forward conferred on Bast Tadians, many of whom would be 
very glad to be so employed on a reasonable salary ; they will 
be more faithful in the discharge of their duty: their principles 
and habits will secure the inhabitants against extortion and 
villainy, now so generally prevalent; and their kuowledge of 
equity aud justice will act as a powerfal check on the knavery of 
the lower class of Police Officers. The Chokeedars now in em- 
ploy should also be displaced by mea from the apper provinces, 
say from Rohilound, where the generality of them are athletic, . 
brave and honest fellows, The late disbandment of Irregalars 
offers a good opportunity for procuring them, and as I am not 
aware of any obstacles to employing people of the description 
above-mentioned, probably the suggestions [ have ventured to 
publish, may pot be aliogether undeserving of attention.

We have been kindly favored with the following very interesting ac- 
count of a new religions sect which seems to be making many proselytes. 


Memorandum respecting a Sect lately introduced by a peraon calling himself 
Swamee Naraen. 

} Dhundsoka, January 9, 1822.—This sect is represented as having its 
rise from Odhow, to whom the charge of the human race was delivered 
by Christna when he left this world ; bat the first actual appearance of 
itin Gazerat, was upwards of one hundred years ago, when a Brimcha- 


ree ealled Gopal began to preach the new doctrines at Gopnath Mahadeo 
in the district of Valak in Goilwar. 


His successor Atmanand become a Swamee ; by which the person 
is understood to lay down the observances of cast, and devote himself 
intirely to the service of the Deity. Nir Narain is the God worshipped 
and en image of him is admitted, as by other Hindoos. 


The grand principle of the system seems to be, that the sonls of all 
mankind are equ:l. Distinctions of Cast are observed by bis followers, 
but they are told, that these trammels are only corporeal and will all be 
left behind with their bodies ; and the souls freed from them, will re- 
ceive the rewards or panishment of their actions in this life, without apy 
regard to the Casts to which their bodies may have belonged. 


The principal observances enjoined, are, abstinence from what are 
represented as the four besetting sins of the flesh, indnigence in drink- 
ing ¢pirituous liquors, eating flesh, stealing, and counection with other 
than their own women. 


His votaries are sometimes indulged with what they call a Samadhee, 
ia which the spirit is said to leave the body, aud to be transported to 
the blissfal regions their imaginations are taught te expect after death; 
and daring the periods of its absence, no wound or infliction produces 
the slightest effect, or pain, the trunk is represented to be perfectiy sense- 
Jess, and after its return, the favoured persons give lively descriptions 
of what he has seen, generally abundance of gold and jewels, with pala- 
ces &ec, according to the fertility of his imagination. 

A maltitade of minor observances are also presertibed. Those who 
become Pakeers rereive’a name, and are instracted to sabmit te any m 
usage without resistance, or without allowing the slightest resentment to 
remain on theie minds; they are to forswear all worldly goods and all 
the concerns of thie world, they are not even to possers any article made 
of ametal, except a needleto sew their clothes and a knife to mend 
their pen fer writing holy works; they are not tu see, ner tothiek of g 
woman; if they do see one so as to distingaish her as sach, if thé’ idea of 
a woman comes inte their minds, orif they touch one, they must fast for 
that day. 

The followers, or those merely converted, are not enjoined to such 
atrict obcervances ; they are (hesides the four great sins) to abstain from 
lying and to epeak truth, not to engage in quarrels, to abstain from using 
all intoxicating sub<tances, and some pthers that happen to be proscribed 
by the Mookesh Dharm Geeta, Bhugvut and Veeshnoo Sehusir nam, 
which the Swamee professes to make the rules of his instructions, 


Like the Roman Pontiff he gives absolution for sins already com- 
mitted, but dees not venture (like him) to grant indulgences for the 
future. 

People of all Casts and persuasion resort to Swamee Narain, and 
the numbers of his followers are very great, estimated by the most in- 
telligent Natives at about one hundred thousand (100,000) principally 
from Kateewar and the western districts of Guzerat. Hindoos of all the 
four classes, Mahomedans, and even Dhers ate admitted; but all are 
seated, and feed, according to thelr Casts. The Swamee himeelf (who is 
a Brahmin) eats indiscriminately with any Cast, as far down as Raj- 
poots, or Katees, bat not below them. 


Swamee Narain himself mast be a very superior man, as he has 
acquired such influence over men’s minds and the distinguishing tenets 
between his system and that of other Hindoos, are se inoffensive, that 
they might at least have escaped violent opposition; this does not 
however seem to have bees the case; all the orders of religions mendi- 
canta in particular used to take ample advantage of the peaceful professi- 
ons of bis diseiples, by beating them sometimes onmercifully ; and they 
boast that no instance ever occurred of this violence being resisted. 


T shall mention (4s tendieg to shew the Swamee desires to prac- 
tice what he preaches). that the approach of a maltitade of 50,000 peo- 
ple stated to accompany him toa recent visit to Ahmedabad, for the 
parpose of comsecrating a Temple te Nir Narain, having occasioned some 
reports that measures of security would be taken, which he heard of, he 
immediately sent a message to express his regret that his coming should 
occasion any trouble, and that rather than itshould do so, he would pre- 
fer not coming at all. These reports being of course unfounded, he came, 
and had obtained permisssom (o occupy the Shahee Davg, 9 house be- 
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longing to Government, bot on his arriva), finding that he could not stay 
there without a risk of his followers injuring the premises, he removed 
of hisown accord to an uncultivated plain at a considerable distance, 
prefering to submit to all the inconvenience and want of accommodation, 
to ranning the risk of the slightest damage being committed by the peo- 
ple resorting to him. 

The mast intelligent people in the country, even while they regret 
(as Hindoos) the levelling nature of his system, acknowledge their belief 
that his preaching bas produced great effect in improving the morals of 
the people: and my own intercourse with natives leads me to form the 
same opinion.

Indige—Has not been in active demand since our Jast: buyers ap- 
pear to be holding off until the arrival of the article, We have seen a 
statement estimating the prodnce of this season at 1,313,300; but as 
a good deal of the crop in the epper provinces, is still in jeppardy, which, 
with the injory it has sustained, in consequence of the late rains, it is 
very probable that the qoantity will fall considerably short of this. The 
Exports of last season exceed the Imports by 19 mannds: we can only 
account for this by the quantity of old inferior Indigo that was iv the 
market at the commencement of the season, which came into pley, in 
cousequence of the high prices:—

Whenever a Horse is condemned as unfit for the Serviee, his Rider

Bombay, August 24, 1822.—The Hon'ble the Governor reached 
Poona on the evening of the 19th instant. 


We have continued our extracts from the latest papers received 
from Eugland per Karuering Sruaur Forses. The papers from the 
Sister Presidencies received during the last week contain nothing very 
interesting. 

By private letters received from Sineapore, by way of Madras, dated 
the 27th and 29th June, we learn that the ship Lowsee Famity of this 
port arrived at Sincapore on the 29th of Jane, all weil. 


The Samanane also arrived onthe same day. Shehad touched at 
Penang, and in a sudden and violent whirlwind off Pulo Pisang had lost 
her maia and mizen top-masts, It is singular that this squall of wind 
was not felt on deck, nor did the ship otherwise receive the smallest 
shock, or sustain further damage. She had refitted at Singapore,’ and 
was to proceed for China on the Ist of July. 

The Portugues Ship Ancetica, from Damaun for Macao had pass- 
ed the Island on the 19th. 


The Conn watts, Captain Graham, was to leave for China on the 
evening of the 29th. 


Tha Portaguese Ship Castro, from Damanm for Macao, arrived on 
the 25th ; and would resume her voyage on the Est or 24 of July, 


None of the other Bombay ships had arrived. The state of the 
markets are said to be particularly favourable for Opium; and Eastern 
produce was obtainable at fair prices. 


We understand that the Bomaay Mracnant, Captaio J. Clarksen, 
is dally expected to arrive here, as this ship would certainly leave Lon- 
don early in May. rs 

A letter received yesterday evening from Cundapoor mentions 
avery large ship baving been driven into a most perilous situation 
by the violence of the gale on the 7th and 8th iyst. The letter states, — 
“By one of those miracalous escapes, under Providence, she ciear- 
ed a passage from amongst a dreadful chain of rocks, amongst which 
she had been driven by the gale of the 7th and 8th. She sailed sowth- 
ward ov the 9th, having rod» out the Sth with 4 anchors out within « 
mile of the shore. She was manned by natives and there was no com. 
munication with her, The weather having been moderate excepting in 
rain, I do trust she has made a good offing.’ — Bombay Courrer. . 


The Persim Prince.—Foutteh Oolla Khan, the son of Loorr Ali 
Khan, the Jast Priace of the Zand dynasty, bas come as a visitor to In. 
dia, and brings with him a complimentary and introductory letter from 
the Prince Royal of Persia to the address of the Governor General. 


His Highness’arrived in the Votun teen off Colvin’s Ghaut on Thur « 
day last, the 12th iustaut, when Captain Macan, who has been appoint. 
ed Mehmandar to the Persian Prince, proceeded immediately on board. 
to wait ou his Highness, and convey a complimentary message from the 
Goveruor General. 

Friday evening having been fixed on for the landing of the Prince, 
a Deputation proceeded on board the Votuntesn, at balf past 5 o'clock, 
composed of Captain Macan Persian Interpreter to the Commander ia 
Chief and Mehmandar te His Highness, and the Deputy Persian Secre- 
tary, Mr. Montaga, to conduct the Khan to the House prepared for his 
reception, No. 1, Royd Street. 

His Highness landed at Chandpal Ghaat,— Government Boats 
were employed to bring him ashore,—and one of the Governor Gene. 
ral’s State Carriages was in attendance to convey the Khan and the De. 
putation, and a sufficient number of hired Carriages were in readiness 
to accommodate his followers, 

A Detachment of 2 Companies were drawn up at Chandpal Ghaut, 
—and a party of the Body Guard.—The latter accompanied the Khan 
to his House. A salute of 17 Gans was fired on his landing. 

A Guard of Honor was stationed at the Knau's House, consisting of 
a Jemadar’s Party. 

Mr. Swinton and Mr, Stirling formed a Deputation to visit the 
Khan immediately on his arrival at the House in Royd Street. 

His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General-directed the 
following arrangements for the reception of the first visit of ceremony 
of the Persian Prince. 

One of the Governor General's Carriages, with four horses, anda 
Detachment of the Body Guard, were dispatched on Saturday, at 5 
o'clock p. m. with a Deputation, consisting of Captain Macan, and one of 
his Exceliency’s Aides de-Camp, to conduct the Khan to the Govern- 
ment House. The Khan's priucipal officer, AgaSyyed Kaazim, had also 
a seatgin the Carriage. ; 
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As honorary guard was drawn up in front of the Government House 
which saluted the Khan on bis arrival. A deputation consisting of 
Lieut. Colonel Macra, the Acting Persian Secretary Mr.°Stirling, and 
the Depnty Persian Secretary Mr. Montage, met him at the foot of the 
grand entrance, and handed him to the door of the State Room in the 
third story, where his Lordship received and embraced the Khan, . and 

roceeded with him to his seat at the head of the room. The Band 
—* playing on the Prinee's entrance into the Anti-chamber fronting 
the great Hail, where the Body Gaard was drawn up. 


Aga Symed Kauziy carried on a Tray resting against his chest, the 
Nama, or letter, from the Prince Royal, Abbas Mirza, which after the 
embrace had passed, the Khan presented with his own hand to the Gover- 
norGeneral. The whole scene had agrand and imposing effect, aud the 
Khan seemed to be much gratified by his reception. 


The General and Personal Staff of his Excellency the Most Noble the 
Governor General and Commander in Chief, and the Secretaries to Go- 
vernment were in attendance on the occasion, and seated themselves ars 
cording to their rank on the left of the Governor General's Chair, and on 
the right below the Khan, and bis principal officer. 


After a short conversation a signal was made for the Ottar and Paun 
which were brought forward, and the Ottur given to the Khan to help 
himself. The Pann was separately bestowed on the servants. The 
Prince then retarged in the «amemanner as on his arrival. His Lord- 
ship accom; anied him to the door, and the deputation to the foot of the 
steps. 

We understand that Fatteh Oolla Khan is possessed of a most ami- 
able disposition, and that he is both intelligent and accomplished. It is 
said that he exteem the English character very highly, and has always 
shewn a decided partialiv to the society of our countrymen ia Persia. 
His Father Lootf Ali Khan, was a Prince of a very distinguished 
and rematkable character. He was barbarously mardered, with near- 
ly all his family and relations hy Aga Mahomud, the father of the 
present King of Persia. Futteh Oolla Khan, then about font years of 
age, and an infant sister were alone allowed to escape. The latter 
is now married to Abbas Mirza, Prince Royal of Persia, and Gover- 
nor of Azerbyjan. who resides at Tabreez, and is a great admirer of 
the English. Fuatteh Oolla Khan has lived chiefly in the famity of his 
Roya! brother in law, with whom he is a great favorite. 


General Durbar.—The Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings held a 
General Darbar on Friday last at the Government House. The Nuwabs 
Soulut Jung, Mehdee Koolee Khan, “4uffer Jong. and Hoshain Jong, 
attended, aggwere met at the head of the grand flight of steps leading 
to the Mar Hall, by the Acting Persian Secretary, and Deputy Per. 
sian Secretary to Government. The two former were handed to their 
seats in the Durbar Room, at the head of the other Dorbarees, by the 
Acting Secretary, and the two latter by the Deputv. On the breaking 

-up of the assembly they were conducted back ina similar mauner, 


The Barmese Vakeel, from the Minister in Assam, was likewise 


introduced, and received a bandsome Ring, in retarn for one presented 

by him at the Persian Office, on the part of his Master. Mr. Rowland, 

the Burmese Interpreter, attended to assist the Acting Persian Secre- 
_ tary in commanicating with the Eovoy.
